duced majority of the Republicans as 
a sign of diminished Republican pop~- 
ularity. The 
Republicans, on the 


other hand, argue that "in an off- 
year election, 'the total vote being 
smaller, the -majorities 
_ are corre- 


spondingly affected/ 


Maine's majority for Hoover of 85,- 


000 in 1928 has been cut down to an 
average majority of 30,000, and this 
is more^or'^lessv what-Maine, does'in 
an "oft-year "election.- ' The_3[uestion 
really is- whether there was_ enough 
^offa natidnaljflavor to the electio'n "to 
•give it^any-ijronounced tendency-one 
•vvay o'r another.. Thus approximately 
the same vote was cast for the state 
as for the congressional ticket. The 
personalities of the candidates nat- 
urally entered into it and while the 
Democrats 
attacked the 
extrava- 


gance of Governor Garoiner, he nev- 
ertheless has been a popular execu- 
tive.

Brother is Burned When He 
D a s h e s into Burning 


Building After Sister 


Despite a heroic effort by an older 


brother who risked his own life in a 
dash into a burning building follow- 
ing a gasoline 
explosion about 8 


o'clock last night in a shed in the 
rear of her home in Kimberly, little 
Dolores Van Roy, three years old, is 
near death in St. Elizabeth hospital 
with burns received in the explosion. 


The older boy, Norbert, 20, is at 


home with severe 
burns- suffered 


when he ran into the blazing infer- 
no to carry out his sister. Another 
brother,^Joseph, 10, who'was in the 
shed_with the little girl when the ex- 
plosion occurred, also was burned 
and is at his home where he is be- 
ing treated. 


Attending physicians "said. Wednes- 


day noon,- that the 
little girl, the 


daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Adrian 


Van. Roy, had but little chance to" re- 
cover from the serious burns which 
covers her head, both legs and both 
arms.- 


The older brother was standing in 


the doorway of the shed when the 
explosion occurred. The little girl 
and the, younger boy were inside the 
sheji filling a gallon can with gaso- 
line^ from' a large&?tanjf, ".They- had^ 
completed -pouring^ the' ^gasoline, it 
was^said, when af match was lighted 
an<T-the terrific explosion "followed. 


Immediately 
the interior of the 


shed burst'into flames <• which envol- 
eped the little boy and girL 


The younger boy ran out of the 


shed but it was 
necessary for the 


older boy to dash 
into the blazing 


building after the little girl. He then 
jumped into a tank of water with 
her in his arms to put out the flames 
which was burning their clothing 
from, their bodies. 


Neighbors 
summoned^ the fire de- 


partment but ~ the flames, had too 
much start and the firemen were un- 
able to do more than save surround- 
ing buildings from the flames. The 
little girl was rushed to St. Elizabeth 
hospital immediately 
but the two 


boys were treated at their home. 


The amount of loss caused by the 


explosion is not definitely 
"known 


but it is partly covered 
by insur- 


ance.

Falling from the Chicago and

a stone in „ the river below. The 
man's injuries inchided a severe con-

3C- 
rays are l>eing taken to determine 
the -extent of the skull injury. 


Mr. Schroeder was repairing- the 


bridge with a number of other rail- 
road employes. While working on a 
ladder about 12 feet from tie water, 
he fell Into the river, -K-hich. is only 
one or two feet deep at that point, 
strifcins: his head on a rock. He ^ras 
taken from the riv-er in an uncon- 
scious condition by his fellow work- 
men and removed to St. Elizabeth 
hospital.

French Circles, Surprised at

Explanation 


Geneva —(A*)— Foreign Minister 


Dino Grandi of Italy suddenly left 
Geneva by automobile this morning 
without waiting for the opening of 
the eleventh assembly of the League 
of Nations, which tomorrow will hear 
Foreign -Minister Briand of France 
expound his ideas on his "United 
States of Europe" plan. 


Signor Grandi's almost precipitate 


departure caused a 
considerable 


flurry among the members of the 
delegations. This afternoon it was 
the principal topic of lobby gossip, 
overshadowing the immediate busi- 
ness of organizing the assembly's 
machinery. 


The official explanation given out 


at headquarters of the Itlian delega- 
tion was that Signor Grandi .had ar- 
ranged in advance to leave Geneva 
as soon as the council sessions were 
finished and to entrust Italy's busi- 
ness, at the assembly

Scialoja,

States -senator continued to mount 
today as belated returns came in. 
On returns from all precincts except 
144 scattered over the state, the gov- 
ernor led the senator by 34,638, Long 
having 141,262 and Ransdell 106,624. 


In defeating the veteran senator, 


who has spent 31 years in congress, 
tho governor apparently carried with 
him to victory three candidates he 
supported for the house o£ represen- 
tatives. 


On tho basis of available- returns 


the long wave removed from con- 
gress Representatives J. Zach Spear- 
ing of the Second district and James 
O'Connor of the first. Paul Maloney, 
New Orleans, with 19 precincts miss- 
ing, led Spearing "3.02G to 19,842. A 
third candidate, H. E. Rochester, 
got 2,459 votes. 


In the first J. O. Fernandez, a 


state senator, topped Representative 
O'Connor with only 
one 
precinct 


missing, 24,937 to 23,425. 


Representative Xuma Montet was 


renominated in the third over Clar- 
ence J. Bourg. 'Virtually complete 
returns gave Bourg 8.123, 
Montet 


13,481. Five other representatives 
were unopposed. 


Governor Long, militant 37-year- 


old executive, won the nomination In 
tho face of a concentrated attack 
from the newspapers in New Orleans 
and-"over tho state and 'at a time 
wtejfi he was under shVp fins in 
connection with the dlsappesanice 
of Samuel Irby and James: Terrell, 
the two men who were seized in a 
Shreveport hotel by etatc police and 
taken, into seclusion before 
they 


could carry out their announced in< 
tentions of bringing suit against the 
governor. 


The governor made his fight on 


the good roads issue, saying he would 
pave every highway in the state 
without raising taxes and that if he 
went to tho senate he. would get em- 
ployment for all men out of Avork. 


Long said in the campaign that if 


elected he would complete his term, 
as governor expiring in 1932 before 
assuming his seat as he did not wish 
to place the present lieutenant-gov- 
ernor in the executive's chair.

test with the backing of some at fere 
elements which helped elevate TowJ- 
es from the same bench to the may- 
or's chair last November. Murphy 
ran appoximately 12,000 votes ahead 
of Bowles, who in turn had a mar- 
gin almost as large over George En- 
prel, the recall committee's choice- 
John "W. Smith, former mayor, trail- 
ed far behind, and Phillip Raymond, 
a Communist, got about 3,000 votes. 


Tho special election came after 


the second bitter campaign Detroit 
had -witnessed in less 
than 
two 


months, and after a period of politi- 
cal excitement which started within, 
a few weeks of Bowies' taking over 
the office of mayor on Jan. 14. 


Criticism of Bowles started with 


charges that gambling houses were 
operating In the city without inter- 
ference from the centralized police 
vice squad his commissioner of po- 
lice, Harold H. Emmons, had created 
at his instance. The appointment 
of John Gillespie, veteran of many 
rough-and-tumble political fights, as 
commissioner of public works, and 
charges ma-do in the executive per- 
sonnel of the municipally owned 
street. car system also came under 
fire during the early weeks of the 
administration. 


Matters came to a crisis when 


Emmons directed raids on gambling 
houses during Bowies' absence to at- 
tend the Kentucky Derby. On his 
return the mayor dismissed Emmons 
and appointed Thomas C. Wilcox in 
his place. This precipitated the re- 
call movement, and the election was 
held on July 2t>. 


In tho recall campaign Bowles re- 


tain('d the support of a large por- 
tion of the so-called reform element 
which had backed him in his origin- 
al race for the office.

On September 10, 1624, Thomas Sydenham, 


great English physician, often called "the Eng- 
lish Hippocrated" and the founder of modern 
clinical medicine? was born' at Wmgford. Eagle,,

Educated i at ~* Oxford and Cambridge and at' 


Montpelier, in1 France, - Sydenham- started 
to 


pracitice medicine in London when he was about 
26. He soon became the foremost physician of 
his time. -In the Civil War he was captain Of 
horse under Cromwell. 


Sydenham is especially to be remembered as 


the one who first differentiated scarlatina and 
measles, introduced a successful cooling treat- 
ment of smallpox, and classified and expounded 
gout, of which he himself later died. He was the 
first to place "diagnosis on a "sound^ basis and 
emphasized the importance of observation and 
bedside experience rather than the- traditional 
theories current at the time.

Some children are much 
better off -without muk at all, or -with 
as little as they like, and it is a mis- 
take to coax and urge them to drink 
a large quantity of milk just because 
the propaganda tells you it is so 
healthful. If a child dislikes milk, yet 
eats such foods as fresh vegetables, 
fresh fruits, fresh eggs cooked to 
suit the child's preference, It doesn't 
matter at all if the diet includes no 
milk. 


Where a child has a finicky appe- 


tite, it is often sufficient to stop all 
milk for a time, say for three weeks, 
and the child will immediately begin 
to eat and demand other

foods. Later, if it is not repugnant to 
the child's taste, some milk, a glass 
or two a day, may be again included 
in the diet.

BADGER FARMERS TO 


PUNT LESS GH 


Madison—W)—Although the coun- 


try as a whole is expected to see an 
increase of 1.3 per cent in fall seed- 
lings of winter rye for grain, Wis- 
consin farmers will plant nine per 
cent less than last year, Walter H 
Eblmg, agricultural statistician and 
his assistant S. J. Gilbert reported 
today. 


While less rye will go into the soil 


this year, about 10 per cent more 
winter wheat will be sown, the stat- 
isticians said. Present plans call for 
about 48,000 acres of winter %vheat 
and 192,000 acres of rye. This year's 
winter wheat acreage will be the 
smallest since records have been 
kept, with the 
exception of 1928 


and 1929. 


The 1931 rye crop, under present 


plans, will be the smallest since 1900" 
with the exception of 1928 when only 
167,000 acres were planted. 


For the United States, seedings of 


winter wheat this fall will be 41,392,- 
000 acres, 4 5 per cent less than the 
1929 seedings and the lowest since 
1923. The present is che third con- 
secutive year-of decrease since the 
peak year, 1927 when farmers sowed 
49,000,000 acres. An increase of 1.3 
per cent in fall seedings o£ winter 
rye for grain over seedings in the 
fall of 1929 is reported by crop cor- 
respondents for the United States 
This -would result in a total planting- 
of 3,882,000 acres. The seven-year 
average planting intention is 4,4*11,- 
000 acres the statisticians said.

[allotment for Canada—its main do- 
£nmion—and wrest them from the 
.United States. 
> Canada believes it is entitled to 
more than the six exclusive channels 
«ut of the 96 available to the North 
American continent, and repeatedly 
-lias so expressed itself. 
Besides 


these exclusive frequencies it shares 
11 others with stations within the 
United States, and in the other coun- 
tries on the continent. 


Current reports from the dominion 


-are to the effect that Canada again 
will make a plea for more frequen- 
cies. And its claim, as in the past, 
•will be that it is unable to cover its 
immense geographical territory with 
its very meager facilities. 


Following an exhaustive 
survey 


completed last year, the Hoyal Com- 
mission on radio of Canada issued a 
report in -which the assertion is 
made that Canada was entitled to 
more frequencies, 


PASS OVER MATTERS 


The commission; composed of high 


officials of the government, how- 
"jever, did not dwell upon this deli- 
cate subject of frequency distribu- 
tion. Among other things the com- 
mission urged government 
owner- 


ship of Canada's 60-odd stations and 
_a new alignment of them, to get the 
best possible coverage. 


Just now how and -when the do- 


minion will make its request for 
additional facilities is not divulged. 
The reports from Canada have been 
coupled with rumblings from Wash- 
ington that the Federal Radio com- 
*mission proposed a shift of stations. 
:3t is indicated that Canada will make 
its plea when the commission is in 
'the midst of a station shift, so that 
"frequencies might be cleared for as- 
signment to the dominion. There is 
no- official 
confirmation of this,

Some significance is attached to 


the- official visit to this continent of 
,Sir A. G. Lee, engineer, of the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting company, the gov- 
ernmental agency in England con- 
trolling broadcasting.

tute of Radio Engineers at Toronto 
a fortnight ago and last week was 
in Washington. He discussed radio 
matters> generally. 


IS THREAT 


The Canadian situation is not the 


only-one which threatens a-disrup- 
tion of continental broadcasting1 con- 
ditions. Both Mexico and Cuba have 
intimated 
growing 
dissatisfaction 


over their allotments 
of facilities.^ 


And from Mexico come reports that" 
a new unlicensed, station using high 
power, ^shortly will go on the air 
and sweep the southern ponion~of 
th the United States. 


This station was scheduled to be- 


gin operations on Sept. 1, but ac- 
cording to unofficial advices, it has 
been unable to obtain, certain neces- 
sary apparatus, said to be located on 
the Mexican side of the Rio Grande. 
The station plans to broadcast both 
in Spanish and English and operate 
on one of the cleared channels used 
by a station'm this country. Should 
this "phantom" station in Mexico 
begin operating, it probably

American conference at Tvhich other

existing distribution is based on a 
"gentleman's .agreement" between 
Canada and the United States, and 
legally is not binding.

BETTER FUTURE IS 
SEEN FOR AMERICAN 
GROWERSJF WOOL 


Immediate Prospects, 
How- 


ever, Show Little Encour- 
agement

Washington—{CPA>—Only in the 


future prospect do the wool growers 
of the United States see prosperity. 
For the immediate present statisti- 
cians here and in other world capi- 
tals hold out little encouragement. 
Consumption of wool goods has been 
hampered by depression in many 
countries and especially in the Unit- 
ed States because of high tempera- 
tures. 


Lack of moisture has made the 


maintenance of large herds of Sheep 
s. gamble in the range states and, 
with the bad condition of the pas- 
ture lots and the'high cost of feed 
to farmers, there is a probability 
that large numbers of sheep will be 
marketed. A reduction of this sort, 
if extended, means a drop in wool 
production and consequent higher 
prices. 


For the moment markets for wool 


are lethargic and it is expected they 
will remain so until the English 
sales this month, when the Australi- 
an and South African clips will come 
on the market and determine the 
general 
trend for the immediate 


future. 


The British cloth manufacturers 


have taken a trifle more raw wool 
than was anticipated but cloth mar- 
kets are quiet both here and abroad. 
Business in Europe is hampered by 
economic conditions. 


On. the 
other hand receipts of 


domestic wool in. Boston have been 
higher than last year. Over 180,000,- 
000 pounds of wool have reached 
Boston so far this year. Imports 
have been low but consumption has 
been estimated at less than 250,600,- 
000 pounds compared with well over 
300,000,000 
pounds in 1929. This 


country normally consumes far more 
wool than it produces. 


Demand for woolen clothing is ex- 


pected to be high this fall and win 
ter, although 
fur coats and fur 


trimmed-coats in recent years have 
been sold on nearly the same price 
level as-woolen garments. This will 
take- care of some Of the wool which 
is sold under distress, but it is.no- 
ticeable that some of the largest 
and most prosperous woolen textile 
manufacturers .are divorcing them- 
selves'from the domestic market and 
establishing, their own ranches in 
Australia, where they produce \the 
particular grades desired in their 
operations. This effectually removes 
them as a buying factor in the 
domestic markets. 


Government officials say the pro- 


fits of lamb feeders for the last four 
or five years are in a fair way to be 
wiped out, owing to the drought 
and the high cost of feed. Some of 
them are, feeding their lambs on a 
share • basis with anyone possessing 
feed_or the money to buy it. This 
'is-throwing quantities of pulled wool 
on the markets.

REPORT INDICATES 
SUPPLY OF MILK IS 
RAPIDLY DECREASING 


Enormous Excess Stock Re- 


ported on July 1 Reduced 
to Shortage

About the middle of the month of 


August the flow of milk was report- 
ed considerably below that of last 
year, according to the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets. The enormous excess of stor- 
age stocks on July I was reduced to 
a shortage of 6,324,000 pounds on 
August 1. The report of the August 
I holdings for the country was re- 
leased on Aug. 12 and according to 
government reports was somewhat 
of a surprise to the large majority 
of tho industry as the shortage was 
considerably greater than was antic- 
ipated by most operators. 


Production is still declining. As- 


cording to reports the hay crop 
will be very light and considerable 
grain will have to be fed the com- 
ing fall and winter.

Cheese Board were steadily advanc- 
ing since July 25 when they were at 
the low point during the year. On 
Aug. 15, they stood at 16c. Dealers 
on primary markets held 
stocks 


firmly to asking prices. Some exper- 
ienced considerable difficulty in fil- 
ling contracts because of the light 
current receipts and the large per- 
centage of cheese which is "off qual- 
ity." Stocks were closely cleared in 
practically all quarters. Somewhat 
of a shortage developed on Long- 
horns and Square Prints because of 
the seasonal lighter makes of these 
styles. 
. Cheese quotations during August 
up to this writing were advancing 
at the principal distributing markets. 
The -net "into storage" movement 
of cheese during July Was approxi- 
mately 800,000 pounds lighter than 
during the same month last year. 


POTATOES SIT 


Potato prospects 
were reduced 


more than 6 per cent during July by 
the heat and drouth that was gener- 
al over the eastern half of the coun- 
try- The conditions of the crop declin- 
ed 83 per cent normal on July 1 to 
76 per cent on August 1. This sea 
son's production was indicated to be 
(on Augr. 12) less than 
373,000,000 


bushels which would be only about 3 
per cent larger than the short 1929 
crop and 5 per cent below the aver- 
age production of the preceding five 
years. 


The loss in yield prospects was 


particularly sharp in a belt 
from 


Nebraska' and the Dakotas through 
to Pennsylvania,. Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. The expected yield of the 
north-central states on August 
was only 11 per cent above the low 
average yield of 1929 and .6. per cent 
below the average preceding years. 


The losses in expected production 


during July amounted to 7 per cenl 
in the 19 surplus-producing states 
"and more than 8 per cent in the 16 
different states;is estimated -to be 
II per cent greater th'an in 1929. The 
production forecast on August 1 is 
261,442,000 bushels for "the surplus 
states, 74,782,000 bushels for the de- 
ficient states and 36,333,000 for the 
southern, group. 
.^ - 


The prices of potatoes are respond- 


ing to the decreasing supply. The 
1930 -season has opened in Maine

all sources were approximately ?25,-
